Not far from the tiny community of Carr 
Creek which has produced some of the most 
highly-skilled basketball players to ever pound 
the hardwoods, Ollis and Geraldine Sloan have 



entered upon a project which, when placed 
in context, may be an important factor in 
helping to solve some of the economic prob- 
lems of not only Knott county, but the whole 
area surrounding. 

There is no connection, of course, beyond 
a matter of rhyme between basketball and 
what the Sloan husband and wife team are 
doing. Where basketball is concerned with 
players, Mr. and Mrs. Sloan are involved with 
*-egg layers, that is Both projects do, 
however involve teamwork. 

Now with that out of the way, and to get 
down to business. Ollie and Geraldine aided 
and abetted by such people as County Agent 
Albert Stamper, Eastern Kentucky Resource 
Development Project poultry specialist. Ken- 
neth Bean, and several organizations including 
She Production Credit Association, Hinton 
Hatcheries, Valley Poultry Farms, and a Lex- 
ington Feed company have just constructed a 
huge, modern, poultry house and stocked It 
with approximately 10.000 Leghorn pulle' 
Already these pullets have attained 87 percent 
production, and the enterprise appears well 
on the road to success. 

A coal miner for 20 years who practiced 



farming on tihe aide of his 50-acre farm, Sloan 
said he decided to go Into the egg business 
because there was help available to help him 
do it; because he thought there was money in 
It; and because he wanted to spend more time 
above the ground than under It. Although new 
to the business, he is sure now that he will 
like It. 

The Sloan undertaking, according to County 
Agent Stamper and poultry specialist Bean, 
Is an integral part of a movement to establish 
an egg producing industry in Eastern Ken- 
tucky— not just a makeshift, helter-skelter 
operation, but one of importance and overall 
significance. The area, they say, is peculiarly 
adapted for this sort of enterprise and there 
appears to be ark ever expanding market for 
fresh eggs. More than the «evere! indivi- 
dual operations of like scope and kind already 
established, have proven highly successful. 

One of the advantages enjoyed toy East- 
ern Kentucky in the way of egg production ia 
that it is close to a vast egg market supplied 
by the Valley Poultry Farms of Ashland. This 
agency picks up the eggs at the laying bouses 
washes, grades, and otherwise prepares and 



sells the eggs. Something else that makes ti i 
situation mighty nice is that feed ootnpnnloa, 
as has been done in Sloan's case and in I he 
?ase of several others, delivers the feed right 
to hoppers attached to the houses. Then with 
!he chickens being fed and watered autonu 
tically. there is little for the operator to do 
but manage the flock, gather the eggs, and 
cash the checks. 

Of course, there’s more to It than that be- 
cause in anyworthwhile operation there are 
problems to be encountered and solved There 
is a lot of work involved to but sucees* does 
not come on a silver platter and it wouldn't 
be worth much if it did It ia the firm opinlu.ni 
of the experts, however, and malty others who 
have gone into the egg production business In 
this area, that opportunities for profit are 
considerabie, provided eggs are produced in 
quantity, in qaulity, and consistently, 

The Sloans from the looks of their opera- 
tion and from their attitudes toward it, will 
undoubtedly make a success and because of 
them and several others in the area already 
in operation, and several more houses in either 
the planning or construction stage, Eastern 
Kentucky could very well become a groat egg
